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1. Umtil the end of October 198, Soviet control officers operated only in 
the head office of the Hungarian State Railways (MAV). The work of the 
executive offices at Szombathely, Pecs, Szeged, Debrecen and Miskole was 
controlled through the said central office. In December, however, Soviet 
control oxans were set up in many other places. :

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The Hungarian Ministry of Communications believes that in the event of war 
every Hungarian railway and bridge may be cut off on the very first day. 

As a matter of fact, there is for the time being only one completely recon- 
structed railway bridge across the Danube. This means that automobile 
transportation service should be developed speedily, and MOGURT and MATEOSZ, 
the corresponding transportation companies, therefore get priority treat-— 
ment. Independent transport units within the police forces are for the 
time being camouflaged as troop transportation units, and they are well- 


equipped.
